Alibis Not Enough 


The reply of the civic administration 
to the public demand for cleaner streets, 
voiced by The Edmonton Bulletin, is un- 
satisfactory because it gets back to the old 
system of alibis under which this city was 
governed for so many unprogressive years. 

City Engineer J. D. A. Macdonald says 
that the high percentage of unpaved 
streets in Edmonton makes street clean- 
ing difficult. 

We are well aware of that 

That is one of the reasons The Bulletin 
has been urging an accelerated paving 
program for the past two years and why 
The Bulletin fought tooth and nail for the 
cheaper blacktop paving that is now used 
on some resid 

A total of 83.04 miles of 
in Edmonton as compared with 
miles of paved streets in cities of 
§1ze 1S JUSt not good enough 

Mr. Macdonald says, too, that cleaning 
equipment here is not yet sufficient, al 
though two new sweppers and one more 
flusher are being purchased 

One might enquire why this new equip

ment was not ordered two years ago, Cer 
tainly the inordinately prolonged Spring 
mud and dust have not taken us by sur- 
prise 

But the vital point in this intolerable 
Btreet cleaning tuation is one that Mr 


Macdonald appears to have missed alto- 
gether. 

Edmonton people are not interested in 
the reasons why their streets get dirty, but 
in the reasons why the city doesn’t keep 
them clean 

If unpaved streets and lack of mechani- 
cal equipment make the job more difficult, 
the street department will just have to 
accept the handicap, for the time being, 
and exert that much extra effort 

Mr. Macdonald admits that there is no 
lack of handbrooms and shovels and, pre- 
sumably, labor available for street clean- 
ing 

Well, then, instead of complaining 
about late frosts and unpaved streets and 
shortage of equipment, let the street de- 
partment send out an army of men with 
shovels and trucks to simply haul the stuff 
away and get rid of it 

If the pick and shovel method is good 
enough te dig ditches and tear up streets 
these things could be done much 
more economically by machinery) surely 
the city could apply, temporarily at least, 
this favored method of hand labor to street 
cleaning
